PRIMARY  MEETING. 
tomiCAx  cacctjs  warn  no — ruir  nn 

emu. 

The  business  transacted  st  the  two  po¬ 
litical  meetings  of  citizens  held  week  be¬ 
fore  last  created  no  little  dissatisfaction  ut 
tbo  time,  aud  at  the  questions  raised  were 
not  settled,  it  seems  necessary  to  recur  to 
them  again  while  the  circumstances  and 
bearing  of  them  are  fresh  in  the  public 
mind. . 

In  our  issue  of  the  7ih.  inst.  we  think 
we  showed  most  clearly,  iu  our  report  of 
the  Primary  Meeting,  that  the  accounts,  of 
the  town,  as  read  to  the  meeting,  indicate 
a  -cry  loose  and  unsafe  way  of  keeping  and 
accounting  for  the  Urge  sums  of  monry 
(over  $80,000)  paid  into  the  hands  of  town 
officers  by  Its  citizens  as  tax  payers.  It  all 
goes,  in  the  first  Instance,  into  the  Collec¬ 
tor’s  hands,  for  which  he  of  course  give* 
receipts  to  those  who  psy  him.  All 
the  money  is  iu  his  custody  until  it  i«  cal¬ 
led  for  by  a  warrant  from  tho  Town  Com¬ 
mittee,  or  from  the  School  trustees,  or 
from  the  Poor  M  ister,  or,  perhaps,  (for  we 
do  not  know)  from  the  County  Controller 
or  Chamberlain.  |i!e  is  not,  as  far  as  we  can 
learn,  accountable  to  any  one  except  the 
citizens  at  their  town  meeting,  and  we  all 
know  that  he  made  no  report  there.  The 
C'hairmnn  of  th*  Town  Committee  inform¬ 
ed  us  thnt  the  Committee  bad  no  authority 
over  him  and  that  neither  the  Collector'* 
accounts  nor  any  other  of  the  accounts 
were  audited I  The  Poor  account  of  $8,000 
vot'd  has  been  subject  to  no  super 
vision,  or  counter  check,  it  being  under 
the  sole  control  and  disbursement  of  the 
Ov.-roeer  of  the  Poor.  The  Oorrtingvnt 
Fund  of  $3,300  voted,  has  been  subject  to 
the  Town  Committee’s  disposition  with  no 
counter  check;  The  Road  appropriation 
of  $10,000  voted,  and  the  Croas-walk  <d 
$900,  and  the  Public  Oroundt  of  $300, 'and 
the  Aide,  walk  grading  of  $1,800  have  also 
been  disbursed  by  tho  Tows  Committee 
with  no  counter  check*  and  no  explana 
tions  or  detailing  expenditures.  These  arc 
only  a  few  of  the  accounts,  but  are  they 
not  onoegb  to  make  good  our  position  that 
the  accounts  an  loosely  kept  t  We  do  not 
for  one  moment  impeach  the  intofrity  and 
Kenuet  purposes  of  oar  town  officers;  we  have 
no  reason  to  doubt  that,  and  we  unheal  ta 
tlngly  declare  that  we  believe  them  upright 
and  honorable,  but  they  are  not  infallible. 
We  may  reasonably  question,  inanity  ewee, 
their  judgment,  their  discretion,  fhelr 
incin  iry.  A  id  If  we  even  had  perfect 
confidence  In  their  superiority  in  all  these  j 
ruspecta,  is  tnat  any  ronsoe  why  we  should  j 
not  have  a  right  and  a  wish  to  know  what  i 
they  ha  vs  dons  under  the  trust  reposed  in  ' 
them,  and  with  th'-  uioncy  confided  to  j 
them?  Would  *ay  lueorporatod  company, 
or  any  h  i  d ne  ■  house,  or  any  Court  ol  Kq 
uttyor  evuo  any  private iodsvldual.  bead 
lefts*  »Ut  any  each  returns  tor  confidence 
plscod  aBd  tress  ore  entrusted!  Allow 
that  We  have  been  fortunate  in  the  seise 
tiow  of  treat  worthy  men  and  In  the  Maori

THE  I.A’I  E  TOWN  ELECTION. 

Jlloomft<  td  is  riuhtly  s-dd  to  Iw  "an  e«*y 
-.•'ling  place,”  whatever  thnt  may  mem 
ll'-r  people  are  not  only  peaceful  but  they 
dont  like  to  take  any  trouble.  They  s-em 
pr- -disposed  to  quietude,  and  would  rather 
suffer  wrong  than  to  take  much  trouble  to 
right  themselves;  they  would  ticar  a  good 
d'-sl  of  imposition  ratios  than  endure  the 
excitement  of  railing  at  it,  or  attempting 
to  put  it  down  Burglaries  rarely  occur 
here;  we  dont  just  know  why, for  we  are 
sure  very  little  i-d-irt  would  lie  made  to  re¬ 
cover  the  stolen  property  or  arrest  the  vil¬ 
lains,  as  it  would  involve  appearance  at 
court  aud  considerable  nervous  trepida¬ 
tion. 

We  rpcak  of  native  citizens,  who,  Ixjing 
l-r.-ely  in  the  majority,  give  of  courae  the 
character  to  the  place.  New  c->uitra  may 
in  time  be  numerous  cnourh  to  work 
a  change.  Such  instance*  as  that  "f 
Mr  Broughton's  tti-sle  with  a  anenk  thief 
i lie  other  night— Ilia  seizure  <f  his  heel— 
his  hurdle  race  after  him,  and  iii*  final  es¬ 
cape  ceunot  be  fiequeut  here  uni  d  we  *e 
cure  a  larger  proportion  of  Ynnkoc  or 
Kidckerboekcr  blood  and  pluck  in  our 
citizenship. 

These  remarks  are  not  to  lie  considered 
mb  disparaging  but  as  explanatory  of  the 
apilhj  which  stays  the  h.ui- 1  of  progre-s 
and  improvement,  and  acquiesces  in  ad¬ 
mitted  wrongs  because  it  costs  some  pains 
and  trouble  to  establish  the  right.  Our 
renders  who  were  aware  of  the  farce  per¬ 
petrated  in  the  canvass  of  votes  at  oi)y  late 
town  election  will  readily  understand  the 
npplicstioti  and  fitness  of  the  foregoing  ro¬ 
ll  i-ction*. 

Considerable  indignation  was  manifes¬ 
ted  when  the  many  that  felt  an  interest  in 
tint  election  discovered  that  in  violation 
of  the  law  the  ballot  box  was  in  the  hands 
of  candidates  for  office;  that  they,  unau¬ 
thorized  by  adequate  appointment  and 
sMwon  to  responsibility,  put  their  hands 
into  the  box.  drew  out  and  read  the  bal 
lots  as  they  should  Interpret  and  tatty  a* 
they  should  hear — and  this  continued 
through  six  or  eight  weary  hours. 

Who  should  doubt  that  our  virtuous 
community  would  instantly  demand  that 
such  an  election  should  be  set  aside  and  a 
nt-w  election  ordered  t  But  the  little  flurry 
of  dissatisfaction  was  overcome  or  alluyed 
iiy  a  general  feeling  of  unwillingness  to 
take  any  course  that  would  Imply  *  doubt 
ill  the  uprightness  and  infallibility  of  the 
actor*  iu  the  farce. 

The  principles  involved  in  this  matter 
art-  too  mom-  ntous  and  to  sacred  too  lie 
thus  trifled  with.  We  feel  compelled  to 
record  our  personal  dissent  from  this  dis¬ 
creditable  proceeding.

in  the  ring  of  the  word,  wor  promising 
melody  in  its  practical  development,  ft 
Ins  a  harsh,  grating  sound  to  the  ear.  eveu 
when  pronounced  w-ith  all  the  patriotic 
elegance  which  distinguished  its  evanes 
cent  history  in  ’01.  The  fact  is,  a  tu-w 
Township  here,  like  the  *•  Southern  Con 
fodemey,”  is  only  a  creature  of  mistaken 
fancy.  It  may  have  un  existence  in  the 
imnginathm  but  will  not  '>e  recognized  in 
the  County  Record  for  a  long  iim<  In 
come.  Beside,  if  I  am  correctly  inform- 
ed,  its  conception  is  merely  the  work  of  .» 
few.  who  do  not  represent  the  feeling*  or 
interest  of  the  majority  The  question 
submitted  to  the  popular  vote  of  tbe 
tow-  ship,  would  lose  even  the  sigwifiesnee 
that  now  attache*  to  it.  Neither  would 
such  a  vote,  affirmatively  sustained,  result 
itdvniitagcoualy  to  the  ncwly-cresited  town 
ship  What,  then,  is  the  object  content 
plated  by  this  movement  f  Is  it  to  secure 
ior  the  seceding  pat  tie*  a  lower  rate  of 
taxation  ?  A  seemingly  practical  idea 
providing  they  desire  to  ignore  all  public 
improvements  and  be  Content  with  the 
primitive  condition  of  their  fathers.  But 
thi*  is  not  progress,  nor  is  itcompiliblc 
with  the  spirit  of  the  times. 

Cwld-ell  township  is  doing  well  enough 
with  its  present  boundary  lines.  It  is  th- 
nursery  of  good  schools,  coo. I  rn-ds  nnd 
all  other  important  public  improvements 
which  add  to  the  material  prosperity  of  a 
district.
